Kentucky State University's Thorobred Marching Band 
performed the halftime show for the August 27 NFL "Mon- 
day Night Football" game broadcast on ABC television. The 
game featured the Indianapolis Colts vs. the Philadelphia 
Eagles. 

The Thorobred football team operated under the direc- 
tion of a new coach and a new system when the 1990 season 
rolled into action. George James, Jr., a defensive linebacker 
coach at N.C. A&T, stepped in at KSU following William 
Head's resignation last December. 

Joe Clark came to KSU Sept. 10 at 7 p.m. in Bradford 
Hall auditorium. He was the principal of New Jersey's East- 
side High and sparked Eastside to get back on the right track. 
Clark was the subject of the Warner Brothers release "Lean 
on Me," which starred Oscar nominee Morgan Freeman 
as Joe Clark. 

President John T. Wolfe, Jr. stated a need for a more 
positive image for Kentucky State University at the open- 
ing convocation held Aug. 31. He also indicated that his 
era would be one of civility and decorum for faculty, staff 
and students alike. 

Muhammed Ali, the self-proclaimed "greatest" and 
former holder of three heavyweight boxing titles, came to 
his native Kentucky Aug. 27 to donate several pieces of 
personal memorabilia to the Kentucky Historical Society, 
which is located in Frankfort. Later that day, Ali came to 
campus and talked to students and faculty about the 
Islamic faith he practices. 

Kentucky State won its first opener in seven years by 
defeating Virginia State on the road 37-27 Saturday, Sept. 
1 in Coach George James' first game as head coach. 

An enrollment increase of more than 10 percent over 
the '89-'90 academic year was announced at the Sept. 14 
KSU Board of Regents meeting by President John Wolfe, 
Jr. This figure placed KSU No. 1 among the state universi- 
ties with enrollment increases. 

The Morehead State Eagles beat the KSU Thorobreds 
35-13 on Sept. 15 at Alumni Stadium's home opener. 

The KSU women's volleyball team took the Lady Ti- 
gers of Georgetown to the wire on Sept. 1 1 before succum- 
bing to their opponent 11-15, 17-15, and 10-15 in Bell 
Gymnasium. 

The KSU Cross-Country Team went against Ohio 
Valley Conference opponents Murray State, Morehead 
State and Eastern Kentucky on Sept. 15.

7 in Bradford Hall Auditorium. 

President Wolfe addressed the questions and complaints of residen- 
tial students during a student body meeting on Monday, Sept. 17 in Brad- 
ford Auditorium. Some issues that were addressed were African-Ameri- 
can studies as a requirement, freshmen visitation, lack of available par- 
king, the athletic budget and the lack of representation of minorities 
among the faculty members. 

All 28 of the nursing graduates at KSU last May have passed the 
licensure examination for registered nurses that is given by the National 
Council of State Boards of Nursing. 

Glass artist Stephen Rolfe Powell made a major breakthrough in the 
Iron Curtain recently when he visited the Soviet Union for two months. 
Powell, who is a professor at Centre College, was the guest speaker at 
convocation on "Art and Politics in the Age of Perestroika." 

KSU sponsored its annual Career Fair, which involved 
more than 50 companies and organizations in Bell Gymnasi- 
um on October 10 from 9 a.m. to 12 noon and from 1 to 3:30 
p.m. 

Over the summer, Patricia Griffith, an associate professor j 
of music at KSU, was chosen to participate in an intense four- | 
week piano study program, at the Moscow Conservatory in 
America. The program, which is patterned after the Moscow 
Conservatory in Russia, was initiated this summer at Rutgers 
in New Jersey. 

KSU's football team loses to the University of Findlay, 20- 
19 on Sept. 22. 

Kentucky State was awarded four grants amounting to 
$540,000 by the United States Department of Agriculture. 

On Oct. 5 the International Students Association made 
an International Day presentation to KSU. The event took j 
place in the Student Center Ballroom. 

The 1990 Homecoming got on the way. The events pro- [ 
vided were a concert featuring M.C. Lyte, Michael Cooper, X- 
Clan, Angela Winbush and the Isley Brothers, comedian Mark 
Curry, the crowning of Miss KSU, a jazz concert, Goofy Games 
and KSU's Gospel Ensemble Extravaganza. Also, the tradi- 
tional football game, the parade and the step show were also 
included in the festivities. 

Professional speaker Patricia Russell-McCloud, an alum- i 
na of KSU, spoke at the convocation Nov. 8 in Bradford Hall 
Auditorium. 

It was announced that the Whitney M. Young, Jr. College 
would give students a chance to obtain a better understanding 
of African culture by sponsoring three preceptorials (classes 
on various topics which differ from semester to semester) 
which are concentrated on Africa. 

K-State's Men's Basketball Team pulled off an upset Sat- 
urday, beating Tennessee State 86-83 in the first Annual River 
City Roundball Classic, played in the Louisville Convention 
Center. A crowd of 2,267 was in attendance. 

The Thorobrettes defeated Clark University in Atlanta 
with a score of 62-60.
